The selection of the right man for 
the right place is a difficult matter 
in any business enterprise, for on it 
depends the life of the enterprise. 
It 
is doubly difficult in the case of our 
Bureau where the directors are wide­ 
ly scattered and cannot keep in di­ 
rect contact 
with the work of the 
employees, and where the enterprise 
is new and the proper functions of 
each position largely to be determin­ 
ed by experience. 


Everyone must admit that the life 
of the Bureau does and should de­ 
pend on getting results and that re­ 
sults depend on the right plan put 
into effect by the right men, and that 
the directors, who are spending trust 
funds, should be guided not at all 
by personal affection or regard 
or 
place of residence, but entirely 
by 
ability to produce results. 
There is a logical plan on which the 
Bureau is founded, which is roughly 
as follows:

To command the

farming and the

reau poinl of view. 
If was also neces­ 
sary that we

Southeast Missouri. A. 
Foard was 
peculiarly fitted 
by 
training and experience for this posi 
lion, and he -was chosen for it and 
given the title of Secretary. 
2 -A s the success of the Bureau de­ 
pends 
on the 
loyalty and financial 
support of its members it was neces­ 
sary to have a “field man’’ in South­ 
east Missouri, whose duties were, first, 
to get new members, second, to at­ 
tend to the collection of dues, and in- 
identally to keep the members and 
the press informed as to the work o f 
the Bureau as he made his rounds. 
I he lift* of the Bureau depended on 
the success of this plan and the man 
selected to execute it.
